Million’s Early Getaway. 
Million, a Frenchman suspected 
of trafficking in narcotics and 
white slavery, LeBlanc and Mil- 
lién’s woman Companion, were 
sought on the basis of information 
given by Weidmann. 

The three fled after a mysterious 
telephone call to their apartment. 
Leaving all their baggage behind, 
the three left Nantua in a blue au- 
tomobile. They had been staying 
at Nantua for a month. 

While detectives in Paris contin- 
used questioning Weidmann others 
began a systematic excavation 
around the St. Cloud villa outside 
Paris where the bodies of Miss de 
Koven and Fritz Frommer, who 
had been one of the gang, were 
found yesterday. 

Investigators believed that Million 
was the man with whom Weid- 
mann talked in the lobby of a 
Paris hetel last July before he 
lured Miss de Koven to the “vil- 
la of death” in St. Cloud. 

During. this morning’s question- 
ing, police said, Weidmann declared 
Million made an attempt to collect 
ransom of $500 from Ida Sackheim, 
Miss de Koven's aunt, several days 
after the dancer was killed. 
Detectives believed also that Mil- 
lion and his woman companion 
were the two who passed several 
of the $500 in traveler’s checks 
which Weidmann took after kill- 
ing Miss de Koven. 

There also was the possibility, 
police said, of linking Million and 
the woman with two of Weidmann’s 
other victims, Raymond Lesobre, a 
taxicab. driver named Couffy and 
Roger LeBlond, a broker. 

Million and the woman vanished 
from their apartment near the cen- 
‘tral markets of Paris after the 
body of LeBlond was found in 
Weidmann’s villa. 

Weidmann Adds to Story. 
Adding new detail to yesterday's 
confession, Weidmann related to- 
day that he struck up an acquaint- 
ance with Miss de Koven because 
he liked to speak English. 

“I knew English since my visits 
in America and Canada,” the Ger- 
man’s confession said. “The mem- 
ory of her killing is more horrible 
than all the others,’ he added.

Steady Fire by Chinese. 
Advices from Nanking said the 
city’s defenders along its walls 
kept up a steady fire today to 
prevent the Japanese from con- 
solidating their positions. 

Fires raged on the Yangtze wae 
terfront outside Nanking’s walls, 
Japanese bombing planes have sub- 
jected military positions inside and 
outside the city to bombardment. 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s 
favorite troops, of the crack Eighty- 
eighth Division, guarded the south- 
ern approach to the capital.

He said any reduction in building 
costs resulting from an annual 
wage plan would be “purely nom- 
inal, for such reduction is bound 
to be offset by increased overhead 


operating charges. 

Determination of wages in the 
building industry, he said, was 
“purely a local problem which can- 
not be dealt with on any national 
basis.” 

Effect on Employment. 

Application of the annual wage 
formula would “aggravate rather 
than relieve unemployment, thereby 
defeating the very purpose of the 
housing program,” he declared. 

His fourth point was that a “dras- 
tic and violent” change in the 
complex system of operating meth- 
ods in the industry would be nec- 


essary. 

In his final argument Green de- 
clared that an attempt to establish 
the annual wage plan in any part 
of the building industry covered by 
a special Federal program “would 
undermine the wage structure in 
the entire industry, subject building 
mechanics to unjust and inequitable 

with resultant economic 
instability and social discontent.” 

Senator Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky called attention to the fact 
that there were no wage scale pro- 
visions in the housing bill. He said 
the President's suggestions were 
that annual wage agreements 
might be made locally. 

Green said that such wage con- 
ferences were possible. 

“Our people are anxious to do 
anything they can to support this 
housing program,” Green said. 
“They will y meet to discuss 
this problem, In fact, they have 
done so in various places.” 

Oriticism of F H A.

Food and Fuel But Not Rent to Be Provided 


Down to Guide 


Social Security Board. 


The two-month deadlock between 
the city and State over the respon- 
sibilities of each in the relief emer- 


gency was ended yesterday when 
the State agreed to accept full re- 
sponsibility, while the existing 
emergency continues, for providing 
food and fuel to the destitute. 

This agreement, reached in a 
conference at Jefferson City at- 
tended by Gov. Stark, Mayor Dick- 
mann, and others, established a gen- 


eral principle for the guidance of 
the 8 Socia] Security Commis- 
sion. 

There no mention, at the con- 
ference, of What amount of money 
would be required to put the prin- 
ciple in operation, how many would 
be added to the relief roll, or what 
effect the new policy would have 
on the present average relief al- 
lowance, 

60-40 Formula Out. 

The new policy, however, means 
abandonment of the State’s pre- 
vious insistence that the city should 
meet 40 per cent of the relief need. 
As one participant in the confer- 
ence put it, the 60-40 formula for 
division of relief costs is “out the 
window.” 

The problem of rent, clothing and 
gas and electricity bills was not 


touched by the agreement. Rent 


was discussed at the meeting, but 
the others were not mentioned. The 
decision was that the State would 
not pay rent for those on the relief 
rolls. No rent has been paid since 
September, when the city’s last re- 
lief appropriation was exhausted. 
The relief agency’s rent bill for 
September was $43,000. 

Tom K. Smith, president of Boat- 
men’s National Bank and chairman 
of the St. Louis Advisory Board 
to the Social Security Commission, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter today 
that the agreement meant that “the 
State is now in charge of the relief 
situation.” 

“Those Entitled to It.” 
“We are satisfied,” he said, “that 
the State will be able, under pres- 
ent conditions, to provide food and 
fuel to those entitled to it.” 

Asked if “those entitled to it” 
were all in need, Smith cited as an 
exception that a person in need be- 
cause he squandered his money 
would not be considered ag en- 
titled to relief. 

In its application, Smith said, the 
new policy will not mean that re- 
lief allotments will be “spread 


thin” to admit larger numbers to 
the relief rollg without increasing 
expenditures. “We are not inter- 
ested in estimating what will be 
required,” he said, “we intend to 
make the money available to meet 
the need as far as we can. 

Mayor Dickmann told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at the City 
Hall he was “satisfied” that the 
Social Security Commission intend- 
ed to take care of the relief situa- 
tion in St. Louis. The details of 
how that would be done, he said, 
were not discussed at the confer- 
ence and were left to the commis- 
sion to decide. 

C I O Urged More Relief. 

The agreement came at a confer- 
ence called by Gov. Stark at the 
suggestion of William T. Nardin, 
St. Louis member of the Social Se- 
curity Commission, after the St. 
Louis C I O Industrial Council and 
other groups had repeatedly urged 
the need for larger relief allotments 
to St. Louis. A C IO delegation 
which called on Mayor Dickmann, 
Gov. Stark and the Social Security 
Commission Wednesday told them 
10,000 members of C I O unions 
were in need and had been denied 
relief. The 10,000 were among 28, 
000 the Industrial Council said had 
been laid off in the last two months 
by their employers. 

Notwithstanding the new State 
policy, the Industrial Council went 
ahead with its plans for a mass 
meeting at which those in need will 
be invited to state their case. The 
meeting will be held next Thursday 
night at 8 o’clock at Unity Hall, 
Grand and Page boulevards. 

This month the St. Louis office 
of the Social Security Commission, 
which has headquarters at 2221 Lo- 
cust street, has 24,000 persons on 
the relief rolls. N

the closing. 

The city administration, sponsor 
of the Randolph and Pine Street 
undertakings, was notified of the 
discontinuance of the projects in 
a letter by State WPA Administra- 
tor Matthew S. Murray yesterday, 
Rent, light and heat in the Ran- 
dolph street building cost $500 a 
month, and the rental of the over- 
all factory was $125 a month. 

The local office of the ‘Social 
Security Commission took over the 
obligation to maintain the laundry, 
from the St. Louis Relief Adminis- 
tration, which it succeeded.

At that time Ellis 
was the only man in the First Di- 
vision, “Pershing’s Own,” possess- 
ing this honor, one of two St. 
Louisans achieving it and one of 
78 Americans who had been grant- 
ed it for World War services. He 
was a member of C Company, 
Twenty-eighth Infantry, a Regular 
Army regiment, and had been with 
Pershing in the Mexican border 
campaign before the war. 

A French General in Germany 
after the war pinned on Ellis the 
cross of a chevalier of the Legion

cited twice in American general or-

At home he was always a good 
boy” and cared for his young fos- 
ter sisters. 
Although he slipped into the city 
unnoticed for a visit on his return 
from Europe in October, 1919, he 
was entertained afterwards at sev- 
eral civic functions. Later, when 
Gen. Pershing came here, Ellis 
shared the spotlight at the Coli- 
seum meeting held for the General. 
This was the first public ceremony 
in which Pershing bestowed a 
medal after his return from the 
war. 

In March, 1920, Ellis was dis- 
charged from the Army. On Feb. 
13, 1923, attired in his old uniform 
and wearing his medals, which 
shook on his breast from his nerv- 
ousness, he was married at St. Hed- 
wig’s Catholic Church to Miss Cath- 
erine Krzyzanowska of St. Louis, 
an American Red Cross canteen 
worker in France, who later served 
in Poland with the Polish Red 
Cross. They met at one of the civic 
dinners here: Ellis put a stop to 
plans for public contributions to 
buy a home for him. 

Writing to Washington in 1924, 


the Government made for a Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor man. 
He was broke and out of work, he 
said. President Coolidge thereupon 
issued an order making him eligible 
for a $1400 job as a postal clerk or 
carrier without civil service exam- 
ination.

HAS TECHNICAL SUPERIORITY 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—The tech- 
nica) superiority of American mili- 
tary conceded in the 1937 
edition of Jane’s All the World 
Aircraft, which has just been pub- 
lished in London, but not the nu- 
merical strength attributed to this 
country’s air forces by the British 
authority, was confirmed today in 
a statement by Major-General Os- 
car Westover, chief of the Army 
Air Corps.

“These included a small 
number of experimental types, but 
for the most part they were mod- 
ern standard types in the classes 
of bomber, attack, reconnaissance, 
fighter and training planes. 

“It may be stated with assurance 
that the types of planes procured 
during the year were the equal and 
in many cases the superior of those 
obtainable elsewhere in the world, 
when judged by the light of the 
tactical missions and strategic 
Paty they are called on to per-

DROUTH FORECASTING 
STUDIED WITH BALLOON 


25 Readings of High pressure 
Area Are Taken by 
Two Scientists. 


By the Associated Press. 

‘ CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec, 10.— 
Long-range forecasting of floods 
and drouths was said today to be 
a possibility as the result of the 
work of two research assistants at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 


ogy, who for five days and four 
nights charted characteristics of a 
high pressure area in the Atlantic. 

Meteorologists said they believed 
disastrous floods east of the Mis- 
sissippi two years ago were largely 
influenced by this zone, known as 
the Bermuda high. 

Research in the area is based on 
the impression that this body of 
upper air, when fully charted, will 
disclose definite seasonal and 
monthly trends which can be pre- 
dicted with certainty and used to 
indicate the type of weather ahéad 
over a longer period than is now 
possible. 

A radiometeorograph, a device 
carried into the stratosphere by a 
balloon, broadcasting to listeners 
below the pressure, temperatures 
and humidity in the successive lay- 
ers of air was used by D. P. Kelly 
and D. 8. Mackiernan Jr. in a 1500- 
mile section from San Juan to New 
York through the Bermuda high, a 
semi-permanent high pressure area 
centering off Bermuda. They made 
25 readings from a freighter, at 
four to five hour intervals.

A thrust 
of two would put it in enemy 
territory—with all that means 
strategically—and largely because 
of a lucky turn of the coin. 

Fifty years ago, when the field 
was 110 yards long and the halves 
were 45 minutes each, play be- 
gan in midfield without a kick. 
The teams lined up on their re- 
spective 50-yard lines, leaving a 
neutral zone of 10 yards.

The Opening Wedge.“ 

HE side in possession of the 

ball formed a wedge, the point 
resting on the 50-yard line where 
a player, usually the center rush, 
stood with the ball. The referee 
blew the whistle, the center rush 
touched the ball to the ground 
which officially opened the con- 
test. 

The center passed the ball back- 
ward into the “wedge” where it 
was given to the nian who was to 
carry it. Still preserving their 
triangle formation the players of 
the attacking side lumbered into 
action toward the spread out line 
of the opposition, now closing in 
on the human wedge as fast as 
speed could carry them. 

The opposing center rush usual- 
ly smashed into the wedge first to 
break it up and enable his mates 
to locate and bring down the ball 
carrier. Occasionally the center 
deliberately lay down in front 
of the oncoming group so that the 
attackers would stumble over him. 

The wédge steam-rollered on as 
far as it could in solid forma- 
tion then, its momentum halted 
or its formation broken, the ball 
carrier then emerged and tried 
for a longer gain. 

This writer once saw a wedge 
used by a Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology team against Har- 
vard for a gain of almost 40 yards 
before it was halted.

The Flying Wedge. 
iP was two or three years later 
that Robert Deland, a noted 
writer, devised the flying wedge 
which was ruled out after two 
years of trial, as being too rough 
even for those hardboiled times. 

On that play the center stood 
alone on the line holding the ball. 
Five yards or more behind him, 
to right and left respectively, 
were two groups of players, five 
in each. At the whistle these two 
groups converged on the waiting 
center rush and just as they 
came up in full swing he touched 
the ball down and the eleven-man 
group was off flying. Meanwhile 
the enemy players were com- 
pelled to stand still on their own 
line until the actual moment that 
the opposing center rush touched 
down the ball. 

By careful practice in - 
chronizing their steps the 9 
ing team was able to develop 
formidable momentum. 

Something of the sort devel- 
oped in later years under the 
kickoff system, where the de- 
tense converged in a fast moving 
group ahead of the kick receiver. 
That, like its predecessor, the 
real flying wedge, was dangerous 
and is now little employed.

Training for a Chess Battle, 


IGHTERS, football players, 

runners and swimmers nec 
essarily have to train hard to 
get into physical condition for 3 
contest, But, believe it or not, 
so do chess players. At least if 
they don’t, they would do well to 
do so. 

We have it on the authority 

of Lewis W. Haller of the local 
chess club, which is sponsoring 
a tournament, that the play of 
a chess master is very seriously 
effected by his physical condi- 
tion. 
It appears that the chess expert 
must have brawn as well as 
brain to survive the strain of a 
long tournament. 

“A great many people think 
of a chess player as just an eccen- 
tric crank,” observed Haller, dis 
cussing chess and its physical re 
quirements. “But after all a chess 
player is just an ordinary man 
with perhaps a little better than 
average brain power, plus phys 
ical condition. He may be a 
banker, professional man, mech 
“anic, clerk, miner—all walks of 
life are represented. 

“But whatever his vocation he 
must, like an athlete, have brawn 
as well as brain. He must de 
his best to keep himself physi 
cally fit. A chess player needs 
brains, unlimited patience and 
power of concentration; but above 
all he needs STAMINA, which 
only physical condition can pre 
duce.

“He Was Great Player, Too Bad 
He Likes Horses,” Landis Says 
When Asked of Hornsby’s Status

CHICAGO, Dec, 10.—The strangest chapter in the glory-to-junk- 
heap baseball career of Rogers Hornsby is being enacted these shiv- 
ery off-season days as the once mighty Rajah conducts a seemingly 
hopeless investigation of his position in the game. 


Only a few years ago, the Rajah 
was the toast of baseball. A great 
player’s record lay behind him and 
a bright managerial career was 
ahead. A fiery independence and 
horse playing toppled him from 
his diamond pedestal and out he 
went from job to job. Today, be- 
tween peeks at the racing sheets, 
the Rajah is making the rounds 
trying to find out if it’s true he's 
been blacklisted. 

During the major league meet- 
ings this week, Hornsby was the 
champion buttonholer. He looked 
good and seemed to have plenty of 
money in his pocket but his face 
wore the same question mark. He 
asked the same question of club- 
owners, managers, players and 
newspapermen. It was: “Will you 
try to find out for me if I’m on 
the baseball blacklist?” 


Wants Official Word. 


The Rajah is certain he has been 
blackballed in organized baseball 
because of his seemingly inborn 
habit of betting the ponies, but he’d 
like to get official advices about 
it so he could take some action— 
if any. . 

“Since last September I have 
been approached a dozen times 
with good offers in baseball,” the 
Rajah said, ‘but something always 
happens. A club representative 
will talk to me _ enthusiastically 
one day and then drop me like a 
hot rock. Why? Is it because I 
play the horses or what? Certain- 
ly, they should tell me. 


“No, I don’t intend to stop play- 
ing the ponies. I played them on 
my way up and I'll play them on 
my way down. What's wrong about 
that? I know a lot of the most 
su ul business men in the 
country who play horses. It doesn't 
interfere with their work aad it 
never interfered with mine. Fur- 
thermore, Im not the only ball 
player who bet on the bangtails.” 
‘Hornsby isn’t dreaming about 


‘that. There are some of the wild- 


est hoss players in the business 
right in baseball today. In fact, 
when the Rajah was credited with 
breaking a bookie last summer in 
St. Louis, he was one of a half 
dozen players who took a chance. 

Among those téams reported to 
have offered the Rajah employment 
since last September are the Cleve- 
land Indians and Cincinnati Reds. 
General Manager Cy Slapnicka of 
the Indians conferred with Hornsby 
in Chicago last September and the 
report is he offered him the pilot’s 
job. But someone, says Hornsby, 
turned thumbs down. 

Commissioner’s Answer. 

When Kenesaw M. Landis, base- 
ball mmissioner, was asked if 
Hornsby was on the blacklist he 
shook hands warmly with the in- 
terrogator and said: 

“Hornsby was a great ball player. 
A fine fellow. Too bad he likes 
horses.”

CEREMONIAL HEAD OF STATE 
PROPOSED BY PROFESSOR 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10. — A pro- 
posal that the duties of the Presi- 
dent of the United States be divided 
between a “ceremonial head” and 
an “efficient chief executive” was 
made yesterday by Marshall E. 
Dimock, professor of Political Sci- 
énce at the University of Chicago. 
“The single-headed executive sys- 
tem is out of line with the best 
business and governmental prac- 
tice,” he told the annual conference 
of the Personnel Research Federa- 
tion, meeting here with tae Society 
for the Advancement of Manage- 
ment and the management division 
of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers. 

He pointed out “Great Britain 
has a King and Prime Minister, 
France a President and Premier, 
many cities a Mayor and manager, 
corporations a chairman and presi- 
dent.”

Buckner was the St. Paul’s prin- 
ci negotiator with Chairman 
Jones, and the following excerpt 
wag introduced from à letter writ- 
ten September 30, 1934, by Presi- 
dent Henry A, Scandrett, president 
of the railroad, to one of its. di- 
rectors, Joshud Green of Seattle:

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn,, Dec. 10. 
—Rulings of the three-Judge Fed- 
eral Court, hearing the question of 
constitutionality of the Govern- 
ment’s Tennessee Valley hydro-elec- 
tric power program, from time to 
time have served more clearly to 


define the issues which must be 
decided. 

The prolonged hearing was pro- 
ceeding today subject to an impor- 
tant ruling yesterday which ex- 
cluded expert testimony, analytical- 
ly and statistically prepared, ex- 
pressing and supporting the opin- 
ion that the rates at which the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority is selling 
its electricity are so far less than 
actual cost of production and trans- 
mission that with full operation of 
all the TVA dams as ultimately 
planned the annual deficit charge- 
able to the power operations would 
be more than $9,000,000. 

The witness was Edward L. 
Moreland of Boston, head of the 
electrical engineering department 
of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and a practicing con- 
sulting engineer of long and wide 
experience. 

He was prepared also to testify, 
with extensive supporting data, 
that the 18 complaining utility cor- 
porations which are plaintiffs in 
the pending suit, all operating in 
the Tennessee River Valley, would 
suffer large monetary damages 
from the competition of the TVA.

In excluding this testimony, the 
court made one of its most im- 
portant rulings, announced by Pre- 
siding Judge Florence E. Allen as 
follows: 

“This is an equity case. You 
(the complainants) are praying for 
an injunction here. The Authority 
(TVA) has conceded that its rates 
are substantially lower in all classes 
of service than those of the com- 
plainants, and the court feels that 
so far as damages are concerned 
substantial damage is shown, ade- 
quate for relief if the complainants 
are entitled to relief under the 
law applicable to the case; so the 
court considers it unnecessary to 
go into the details of money dam- 
ages.” 

In other words, the Court was 
saying that the damages already 
shown, either actually suffered or 
threatened, are sufficient grounds 
for the injunction if those damages 
result from illegal acts of the 
TVA. | 
This brought into bold relief the 
issue of legality or illegality of the 
TVA actions in planning and exe- 
cuting its power program, including 
the construction of dams and trans- 
mission facilities. The complain 
ing companies contend that Con-

LEAGUE COMMITTEE STATES

Declares There Should Be No 
Undue Restrictions on Export 
or Development.

GENEVA, Dec. 10.—The League 
of Nations economic committee 
hailed negotiations for a reciprocal 


trade treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain yesterday 
as an important step in the de- 
velopment of world commerce.

goods would be exported; foreigners 
should have the same rights and 
facilities as nationals to develop 
the natural resources both of sov- 
ereign countries and of colonial ter- 
ritory as long as they obey the laws 
and regulations of the countries 
concerned.

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BROOKINGS INSTITUTION ON THE PROFITS TAX. 

The movement to abolish the undistributed profits 
tax receives authoritative support in the latest report 
of the -Brookings Institution, non-partisan research 
organization. The institution’ urges repeal because 
the tax “limits the possibility of prompt and flexible 
capital developments and handicaps with particular 
severity a multitude of small and medium-sized busi- 
ness enterprises.” Its findings’ are based on the 
replies of 1560 corporations to a questionnaire ask- 
ing how they have fared under the law. From their 
answers, the investigators conclude that the levy is 
discriminatory, and also that it “has checked the ex- 
pansion and improvement of corporate facilities.” 

The Brookings conclusions are worthy of the most 
serious consideration in themselves, but they take on 
added weight in view of the fact that they are in 
substantial accord with those recently issued by an- 
other important research organization. The Com- 
mittee on Taxation of the Twentieth Century Fund, 
in its report, published as a book, “Facing the Tax 
Problem,” also recommended repeal of the plan as it 
now stands, and, like the Brookings group, viewed 
amendment efforts as futile, 

The plan, when originally suggested by the Presi- 
dent in March, 1936, looked fine in Blueprints. {ts 
unsuccessful working under actual test conditions 
created the widespread demand for its repeal, to 
which these two authoritative voices now are added.

Two Japanese sub-Lieutenants are engaged in a 
zestful sporting event: a race to see which can be 
the first to kill 100 Chinese soldiers.

Secretary ‘Ickes of the Interior Department was 
in top form at the annual meeting of the American 
Civil Liberties Union.

On the Growth of Presidential Power 


Answering writer who favors strong executive, Charles Nagel, former Cabinet mem- 
ber, warns against letting this department encroach on other arms of Government, 
particularly judiciary; Congress cannot undo damage caused by President's domi- 
nance merely by repealing laws; cites court-packing plan as example of danger. 


To the Hditor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE November number of Events maga- 
Tine has an article entitled Is the Pres- 
ident a Dictator?” by Prof. Lindsay 
Rogers, now Burgess professor of public law 
at Columbia University, Whatever else may 


be true, the article is well calculated to 


have us appreciate how far we have trav- 
eled since Dr. John W. Burgess, in whose 
honor the chair was named, was recognized 
as a leader in. political science, even when, 
as late as 1928, he published his “Recent 
Changes in American Constitutional The- 
ory.” The article may even recall another 
distinguished professor of political science 
at Columbia, Francis Lieber, who is said 
to have. asked to be remembered only for 
his warning against democratic absolutism. 

All will agree when the author quotes 
from Hamilton that “energy in the execu- 
tive is a leading character in the definition 
of government. A feeble executive implies 
feeble execution of the government. A fee- 
ble executive must be, in practice, a bad 
government.” 

+ * * 

As good a Democrat as Grover Cleveland 
confirmed this view when he said, “In the 
scheme of our national Government, the 
presidency is pre-eminently the people’s of- 
fice”; and again, The Congress may enact 
laws, but they are inert and vain withour 
executive impulse.” 

But does not this language state both need 
and limit of executive power? And does it 
not really confirm the line of demarcation 
among the departments of government? 

The author is probably right in his com- 
ment upon the disposition to indulge in crit- 
icism of the powers that are granted to the 
President, rather than the manner in which 
he employs them. But is it safe to rely upon 
the author’s mere declaration that “what 
Congress has given, Congress can take 
away“? Can Congress, for instance, restore 
the damages that have been suffered by in- 
dividuals while unconstitutional statutes 
were being enforced? How shall we meas- 
ure the corroding influence of systematic 
experimentation with questionable laws? 

The author well says: “The real danger is 
that governmental timidity and ineptitude 
will cause such widespread dissatisfaction 


and resentment that men will let their minds 


dwell on the possible advantages of leader- 
ship that would not be kept within the 
framework of ‘the Constitution.” This is 
true. But is that danger as great as train- 


ing the public to accept that a President. 


may wisely prove, his leadership by habitu- 
al disregard of nie Sonertuted authority? 
* 
Even now, it 1 almost 3 a custom 
to enact doubtful statutes with the Presi- 
dent’s approval, and to pass the buck to the 


courts to preserve the integrity of our in- 
_ stitutions, It is a cheap appeal to mis- 


guided popular sentiment. In its effect, it 
is like a concerted effort to undermine the 
well-earned reputation of our judicial de- 
partment as a bulwark of liberty. 

Be it remembered that the Federal courts 
are not alone at stake. In 48 states, the 


courts are depended upon to keep as many 


Legislatures and, in addition, innumerable 
local legislative bodies from giving effect to 
il-advised and often purely demagogic plans. 

Among other things, to steady our nerves, 
the author : “Parliament on occasion 
gives the executive authority to make ad- 
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ministrative orders which may change the 
provisions of the empowering statute. This 
is authority which goes far beyond any 
authority which is delegated by Congress. 
Yet no one maintains that in Great Britain 
the executive is a ‘dictator.’” 

Perhaps Englishmen do not employ the 
term, but they are under no misapprehen- 
sion about the mischievous consequences of 
such legislation. So much is made clear by 
the volume, “The New Despotism,” the 
author of which is no less than Lord Hew- 
art, Lord Chief Justice of England. He 
is greatly disturbed by this trend in legisla- 
tion, particularly since England has no pro- 
vision for appeal to an independent court. 
He points out not only the injustice of rules 
that are made by an executive in conflict 
with the statute under which he is appoint- 
ed, but also the hardship of decisions by 
which new rules may be given final validity, 
although no interested party has been given 
so much as notice of the proceeding. In 
other words, a citizen may be deprived of 
rights or property without warning that his 
interests are being considered or disposed of. 

England may with propriety have been 
called a democracy so long as her parlia- 
mentary self-restraint guaranteed the citi- 
zens’ libérties. But now that she has em- 
barked upon unbridled legislative experi- 
ments in an uncharted field, she can hardly 
be urged upon us as an example to be en- 
vied or emulated. Indeed, it is at least sug- 
gestive that some of the colonies seem to 
have secured provision for judicial review 
of challenged legislation. 


It is well enough to admonish critics to 
concern themselves, not with the fact of the 
power, but with the manner in which it is 
exercised, It is well enough to argue that 
there may be congressional abdication in 
respect of rule-making, but there need be no 
congressional abdication in respect of con- 
trol and criticism; since what Congress 
gives, Congress can take away. 

Perhaps a broader statement would be 
that the Congress which confers favors may 
also deprive of rights. But the proposition 
as stated is more acceptable in the text- 
book than it is workable in practice, 

In the first place, Congress has not been 
noted for prompt retraction of even con- 
fessed error. In the second place, where 
amendment is had in the form of the stat- 
ute, the hardships in the shape of suspense, 
expense and actual damages that have been 
imposed can never be rectified. 

Finally, the effect-of some statutes, once 


passed, cannot with the best intention be re- 
pealed. Take the plan to pack the Supreme 


Court, which was as much in violation of 
the spirit of the Constitution as it was safe 
within its letter. Had it passed Congress 
and been signed by the President, and had 
the proposed Justices once. been appointed in 
obedience to it, those Justices were fixed 
for life, and no amendment of the statute 
could have affected the period of their ten- 
ure. While this is a peculiarly drastic 
illustration of the fallacy complained of, it 
is no more unjust or serious in its conse- 
quences than other excesses of legislative

130,000 Viewed Them in Last

Although in its eleventh year, the 
display of Lindbergh trophies in 
Jefferson Memorial, Forest Park, 
continues to be one of the leud- 
ing attractions in St. Louis for vis- 
itors to the city. About 130,000 


persons, the majority of them from 


out of town, have viewed the ex- 


hidit during the last 12 months, it 


was estimated yesterday by Mrs. 
Nettie Beauregard,.curator of the 
Missouri Hist Society. 

Of course, rs no longer pour 
into the museum as they did in 
the first five years after the col- 
lection was established? When Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh first con- 
sented to let his 500. trophies, com- 
memorating his New York to Paris 
flight, go on exhibit on June 28, 
He 
thought that his fame would be a 
passing thing. But his tremendous 
popularity soon made it apparent 
that the exhibit: would have to re- 
main indefinitely. More than 15,000 
people saw the display the first day 
80,000 saw it in 10 days; 3,000,000 in 
the next two years, and 2,000,000 
more in the three years after that. 

About 3000 Visitors a Week. 

Nowadays, in good weather, per- 
haps 3000 people a week will visit 
the trophy room, permanently es- 
tablished.in.the west wing of the 
memorial. These cold days, the at- 
tendance is cut one-half. A conven- 
tion does not come to town that 
does not send an average of sev- 
eral bus loads of visitors. 

Individual travelers, passing 
through, head for the memorial on 
sight-seeing tours, often accom- 
panied by St. Louis friends who 
are perhaps seeing the trophies 
themselves for the first time. At- 
taches say that attendance has de- 
clined only.a little, perhaps 20 per 
cent, in the last four years. Sale 
by the historical society of books 
containing photographs and de- 
scriptions of the trophies was 2000 
this year, as compared to 3000 in 
1936 and 4000 in. 1935. 

Trophies Valued at $500,000. 

The number of trophies has in- 
creased to about 2500, valued at 
more than $500,000. Favorites with 
the public, Mrs. Beauregard said, 
are the two silver globes, made in 
700 A. D., and valued at $48,000, 
presented by William Randolph 
Hearst, and a stickpin, the head of 
which was fashioned from a sin- 
gle diamond in the form of an air- 
plane. 

Lindbergh, who visited Mrs. 
Beauregard virtually every time he 
came to St. Louis and sometimes 
looked at the trophies, seemed to 
like the globes best, she said. He 
turned the trophies over to the his- 
torical society permanently before 
sailing for England in 1935, and of 
them all, retained for his own use 
only a pair of goggles. 

The last important contribution 
to the collection was the painting, 
“Epochal Dawn,” by. Frederick 
Judd Waugh, which was lent last 
spring, but verses and inscriptions 
continue to come in in small num- 
bers. 

Formerly, attendance at the dis- 
play jumped every time Lindbergh 
went on a flight or there was other 
publicity about him, but there was 
no increase following his recent re- 
turn to this country. Some of the 
important or well known visitors to 
the collection during the last two 
years, as shown in a register at the 
memorial, were Baron and 
Baroness George von Arnin of Ber-

Former Circuit Judge Eugene 

McQuillin, who had practiced law 
in St.. Louis for 53 years ana had 
written several books on law, died 
of hardening of the arteries early 
today at Central Hospital, 4518 
Washington boulevard. He was 
taken to the hospital Monday after 
a stroke in his apartment at the 
Melbourne Hotel. 
A Republican, 76 years old, he 
was Circuit Judge from 1908 until 
1914. In 1915 he was appointed to 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission but resigned a few months 
later when the State Senate, for 
political reasons, rejected the ap- 
pointment. 

In recent years he ‘had devoted 
himself chiefly to writing although 
he maintained an office in the Boat- 
men’s Bank Building.

Charges Contracts Tend to 
Create Monopoly. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The 
Federal Trade Commission issued 
a complaint today against the Car- 
ter Carburetor Corporation of St. 
Louis, charging unfair competition 
and the use of dealer contracts 
which tend to create monopoly in 
violation of the Clayton Act. 

The commission said the company 
supplied more than half of all car- 
buretors installed on new automo- 
biles this year, and, with its major 
competitor, accounted for 95 per 
cent of all carburetors so used. 


The contracts to which the com- 
mission objects are described as 
granting a 50 per cent discount 
from list prices to dealers who agree 
not to handle carburetor products 
of firms which entered that field 
after June, 1934. Those without 
contracts are allowed a discount of 
25 per cent. 

More than 900 dealers have en- 
tered into such contracts, the com- 
mission charges, and some contracts 
have been terminated because deal- 
ers refused to accept the conditions 
imposed. Contracts may be can- 
celed on 30-day notice. The im- 
portance of Carter products in the 
industry is such, the commission 
gays, that this feature tends to 
make dealers subservient to the 
company. 

Practices complained of, the com- 
mission holds, “are designed to pre- 
serve to the Carter company, and 
to its single major competitor in 
the original (carburetor) equip- 
ment field, against which such 
practices are not directed, the bulk 
of the business in original equip- 
ment, and, therefore, in the indus- 
try.” | 
The company has 20 days within 
which to file its answer to the com- 
plaint.

Some readers were scandalized at 
the thought that they should enter 
the bidding freely at the four level, 
vulnerable, with only one-half an 
honor trick in their hand. I can 
sympathize with their fear of such 
a bid, but this does not alter the 
fact that four hearts is the best 
action available to South. Competi- 
tive bidding is by far the most dif. 
ficult to confine within the rigid 
bounds of rules and requirements, 
The situation as set forth in the 
bidding is just this: 

North, vulnerable, against a non. 
vulnerable team, has doubled the 
highest ranking suit (spades) for 
a takeout. East, who certainly 
would prefer to “lay for“ vulnera 
ble opponents if his hand warrant- 
ed, has tried to shut South out of 
the bidding. Now, for analysis of 
South’s holding. Quite true, he has 
only one-half an honor trick. But, 
for all of that, to describe South’s 
hand as horrible is to be grossly in- 
accurate. South can virtually see 
that his hand will fit perfectly with 
North’s. First, North’s double of 
spades virtually guaranteed strong 
heart support. If South passes to 
three spades West is quite likely 
to bid four spades, North may have 
a hand that will then impel him to 
enter the bidding at the five level; 
something like this:

much and to the ‘wrong people. 

It he were not a better-than- 
average actor he would have been 
left cooling his ls outside the 
studios long ago. is sarcastic 
and a little bitter about life and 
love and his sudden success in the 
movies, 

He has made few close friends in 
the film colony. He plays a great 
deal of golf at the Lakeside Club, 
shoots somewhere in the seventies 
and usually bends the elbow with 
his golfing friends at the nineteenth 
hole. He works quite regularly, too, 
being under long term contract to 
Warner Bros., and is frequently 
loaned out to Sam Goldwyn or oth- 
er producers. His salary is a sub- 
stantial one although not in what 
Hollywood calls the “higher brack- 
ets.” 1 

But Bogart is actually a lone wolf 
in Hollywood and his snarl is used 
as much as a defense mechanism 
in real life as it is in his character. 
izations in pictures. He can pro- 
voke more fellow players in a given 
length of time than any three av- 
erage actors. 

He started his “campaign of un- 
popularity” during the filming of 
his first picture, “Petrified Forest.” 
Leslie Howard and Bette Davis 
were the stars of that production 
but as the killer, “Duke Mantee,” 
Bogart had several of the best 
scenes and many of the most effec- 
tive lines. He played them for all 
they were worth, too, and between 
times he offered free advice about 
acting t@ the other players, includ- 
ing Bette Davis. 

This, in a nut shell, is the way 
NOT to be popular in Hollywood, 
Bogart was told as much but he 
wasn't silenced.
